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Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the species of invention as set 
forth in claim 25, illustrated in drawing FIGS. 3 and 4. 

Applicants consider claim 3 from which both claims 25 and 26 depend to be generic. 
Applicants request an action on the merits of claims 1, 3, 4, and 18 through 25. 
Applicants note that, upon allowance of generic claim 3, Applicants will be entitled to 
consideration of claim 26 which depends therefrom. 
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
